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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 - 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Wiedeman et al. (U.S. Pat. Pub. No. 2002/0031 1 02) (On-Board DNS Service for 
a Satellite ISP System Using Non-Geosynchronous Orbit Satellites). 

2.1 Regarding claim 1 , Wiedeman discloses a method of performing an 
address look-up, the method comprising: 

receiving a query from a local host requesting address information 
(Abstract; Fig. 2; paragraph 27); 

determining whether the address information is stored in memory (Fig. 4; 
Abstract; paragraphs 27, 31 ); 

transmitting the address information to the local host if the address 
information is stored in the memory (Fig. 4; Abstract; paragraphs 27, 31); 
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forwarding the query over a wide area network to a remote computer 
system to retrieve the address information, if the address information is not 
stored in the memory (Fig. 4; Abstract; paragraphs 27, 31). 

2.2 Per claim 2, Wiedeman teaches the method according to claim 1 , further 
comprising: updating the address information in memory with the retrieved 
address information from the remote computer system (Fig. 4; Abstract; 
paragraphs 27, 31). 

2.3 Regarding claim 3, Wiedeman discloses the method according to claim 1 , 
wherein the query in the receiving step specifies a domain name, and the 
address information corresponding to the domain name is an Internet Protocol 
(IP) address (Abstract; paragraphs 27, 31 ). 

2.4 Per claim 4, Wiedeman teaches the method according to claim 1 , wherein 
the wide area network includes a satellite that is configured to forward the query 
to the remote computer system (Abstract "satellite"). 

2.5 Regarding claim 5, Wiedeman discloses the method according to claim 1 , 
further comprising: receiving a multicast (broadcast) message to pre-load the 
memory with the address information (paragraph 30 "broadcast"). 
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2.6 Per claims 6 - 32, the rejection of claims 1 - 5 under 35 USC 102(e) 
(paragraphs 2.1 - 2.5 above) applies fully.
